She  hair  ts  black,  slightly 
wavy,  very  Blight  frontal  balding.  The  Irldao  are  blue,  the  pupils  are  equal  at  5 **• 
Sigcsr  is  sot  present.  Very  slight  posterior  settled  lividlty  and  body  beat  is  present. 
Oral  hygiene  in  good.  35s*  neck  is  not  renariable.  Eair  dietribution  ia  norad,  the 
penis  is  dressaeised.  Identification  bands  on  the  left  wrist,  right  wist  and  left 
ankle. 

Sisre  are  four  ejstrsn.ee  types  of  wounds.  Eo.  1 ia  h 3A  inches  froa  the  top  of  the 
head  and  3 SA  inches  to  the  right  of  the  aidltos.  Shis  ocacares  3/8  x 1/a  inch  sad 
is  surrounded  by  & contusion  rias.  Bo  ponder  tattooing  is  noted  at  the  margins. 

Wound  So,  2 ia  17  inches  frcea  the  top  of  the  head  on  the  right  cheat.  It  is  4 inches 
to  the  right  of  the  aidline,  above  and  slightly  medial  to  the  rlgjt  nipple.  It 
aeoourcs  3/8  x lA  of  an  inch,  surrounded  by  braising,  there  is  also  a contusion  ring. 

Wound  Ho.  3 is  21  inches  from  the  top  of  the  head,  along  the  anterior  lateral  side  of 
the  right  chest  sad  ia  6 inches  to  the  right  of  the  aidline,  this  seasons*  5/16  x 
Z/k  of  an  inch  and  is  surrounded  by  a contusion  ring. 

Wound  Bo.  6 on  the  left  chest  ia  20$  inches  from  the  top  of  the  head,  1&  laches  to  the 
left  of  the  siaiiise.  the  wound  measures  3A  * 3/8  of  aa  inch,  ia  transverse  end 
surrounding  this  is  a l/k  x 3 A inch  abrasion. 

On 
the  dorc-x;  of  the  left  hand  there  1*  a crusted  abraded  area  acasaiing  hi  inch  and 
a fresh  abraded  area  oa  the  dorsum  of  the  right  head  which  measures  f x i inch,  the 
m)ig  are  quite  veil  eared  for  although  slightly  dirty.

Sssatsailoa  of  the  wound  of  the  right  temple  is  made.  It  ie  ftoaad  to  ester  in  the 
right  saWdle  eraaid  fossa*  yaraoea  a course  teilch  1*  slightly  upward,  backward  and 
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to  the  lea.  There  is  fracturing  about  tbs  entrance  sal  oxtensiva  fractures  as  it 
strikes  da  left  occipitoparietal  bone.  It  is  recovered  in  this  region,  3 laches  to 
the  lea  of  the  atdliso  sal  approxiaatoly  1 lad  froa  the  top  of  the  heal.  Exnrslnotloa 
of  the  brain  is  nolo.  She  brain  weighs  1350  ga.  The  course  of  the  aioolla  through 
the  brain  is  followed.  It  is  found  to  enter  the  right  temporal  lobe,  coursed  tkroujji 
the  brain  troasoctlns  the  brain  atea,  severing  tha  cerebral  peduncles  surrounded  by 
extensive  hesorriw©**  and  found  to  exit  froa  thn  brain  substance  In  the  calcarine  gyrus 
to  the  lea  of  the  nillisa.  There  are  penetrations  of  the  neningsa  in  the  regions 
dsccribod.  Esnaination  of  the  brain  is  otherwise  not  resorbable. 

The  abdotaiaal  panniculus  measures  up  to  T/3  of  an  inch.  The  organs  are  in  the  unreal 
position.  Hxeainstlon  of  the  serous  cavities  is  raada.  There  is  found  to  be  extensive 
peritoneal  Ixssorrkage,  epprexisately  300  cc.  In  the  right  pleural  space  there  is  In 
excess  of  1003  cc.  of  blood. 

2SE  CffiJHSS  OP  EDS  MUSHES  AS3  KXXOUED.  The  wound  described  as  Ho.  2 is  found  to 
go  between  the  second  and  third  rib.  Tha  aisaile  is  found  to  penetrate  the  anterior 
edge  of  the  ritfut  upper  lobe.  She  bullet  is  found  to  e»  Into  the  pericardial  sac, 
there  is  extensive  borerrhage  la  the  pericardial  sac,  approximately  4 ounces.  Passes 
through  the  superior  vena  cava.  It  exits  into  the  rediastinaa,  strikes  the  fourth 
thoracic  vertebra  to  the  lea  of  the  aldllne,  courses  in  the  substance  of  the  vertebra 
and  is  recovered  slightly  to  the  lea  of  the  vertebra  approxiaately  IS  inches  froa  the 
top  of  tha  head,  having  pursued  a course  very  slightly  upward,  to  the  lea,  and 
backwards. 

Vouad  Ha.  3 is  found  to  penetrate  the  chest  tall  as  externally  described,  is  surrounded 
by  heavonfeage.  Hatching  the  Sorsua  of  the  sixth  rib  slightly  lateral  to  the  costo- 
chondral Junction.  It  penetrates  the  anterior  edge  of  the  right  lover  lobe  of  the 
luag,  tits  diophraga,  penetrates  the  liver,  tie  entrance  vaund  to  the  liver  and  lacera- 
tion titich  is  approximately  3 s 2.5  ca.  It  pursues  a course  backward,  upward,  and  to 
tha  lea  and  is  recovered  froa  tha  soSt  tissue  of  the  back,  16J  inches  froa  tha  top 
of  the  head  and  3/4  of  on  inch  to  tha  right  of  tha  Bidline.  In  its  course  it  is  also 
found  to  again  penetrate  the  diaphraga  after  going  through  the  liver  and  penetrates  the 
posterior  aspect  of  tM  right  lower  16bo. 


Wound  Bo.  4 Is  cxnainsd.  It  is  found  to  bo  superficial  and  no  penetration  of  the  rib 
e»~3  is  noted.  Shore  is  taaowbage  beneath  the  abraded  and  bruised  area  adjacent  to 
tha  sound.  Ho  alosilea  are  present  la  thin  area. 

rinad:  The  lungs  together  weigh  1200  ©1.  The  penetrations  of  tha  lung  have  previously 
been  described.  Thera  ore  areas  of  atelectasis  and  along  the  courses  of  tha  ballet 
through  tha  lung  there  is  extensive  hoosrrhage. 

tlEUi  The  liver  weighs  1570  go.  5Sse  penetrations  of  the  liver  have  previously  been 
described.  Tha  cat  surface  of  the  liver  Is  not  rcnaxhable.
